It may be difftcult to see why a governor might personally agree with and support the public purpose of a project - 
and yet find reason to disapprove spending public money on it. It is simply because the governor is not elected to 
Impose their personal preferences upon the public or hand out some yearfy allowance to well behaved 
children. People expect the governor to apply a consistent and defensiblo approach for measuring public need 
prior to spending public money.
